is Leda Inka Alcartra Fobes 2d, Iowa’s latest 35- 
pound cow. She is owned by the McKay Brothers, 
of Blackhawk county, and she is pre-eminently a product 
of this herd for she and her ancestors on the dam’s side 
during the past 10 generations have been bred by these 


gentlemen. 

Leda Inka Alcartra Fobes 2d, at the age of 3 years 
1 month and 1 day gave 360 pounds of milk and 19.178 
pounds of butter in seven days. Her highest daily yield 
of milk was 53 pounds. At the age of 4 years 3 months 
and 10 days she gave 528.4 pounds of milk and 35.37 
pounds of butter in seven days, her highest daily yield of 
milk being 77.9 pounds. Her 30-day record at the same 
age is 2,348 pounds of milk and 122.405 pounds of butter, 
her highest daily yield being 86.2 pounds. She is a twin 
sister to Duchess of Iowa whose two-year-old record was 
361.2 pounds of milk and 19.218 pounds of butter. This 
is a better record both as to milk and butter at two years 
of age than her sister, now the famous cow of Iowa, was 
able to make at three years of age. When the Duchess 
was three years old, she made a seven-day record at 515.7 
pounds of milk and 22.73 pounds of butter. This is al- 
most as good from the standpoint of milk as her sister 
made at four years, but it is considerably lower in butter. 
However, there is one thing to be borne in mind, the 
Duchess is a cow that can scarcely be turned dry. She 
did not have a day’s rest between her period of milking 
as a two-year-old and the one as a three-vear-old. She 
is now bred to freshen the coming fall and McKay 
Brothers are doing everything that they can to fit her 
for a test. 

The dam of these twins was Leda Inka Alcartra 
Fobes who made a record of 19.078 pounds of butter in 
seven days at the age of 3 years 5 months. Her milk 
yield for the same time was 447 pounds. Compare this 
seven-day butter record with the two-year-old butter rec- 
ord of Duchess of Iowa and the three-year-old record of 
Leda Inka Alcartra Fobes 2d and you will be impressed 
with the remarkable uniformity of these three cows— 
the mother and her twins. The mother also has a yearly 
semi-official record of 16,227.6 pounds of milk and 651.76 
pounds of butter. The grandam of the twins, that is the 
dam of the mother, was Leda Inka Alcartra, a daughter 
of the famous old bull, Alcartra Polkadot Corrector, and 
therefore a half sister to Tilly Alcartra, the world’s rec- 
ord milk cow whose work was spoken of editorially in 
the last western issue of the World. Tilly has given over 
60,000 pounds of milk in two consecutive years. Leda 
Inka Alcartra is also a three-fourths sister to Geneseo 
Belle Polkadot whose record is 34.38 pounds of butter 
in seven days. These two cows have the same sire and 
their mothers were sisters. If one follows the pedigree 
back for 10 generations, he comes to the imported cow, 
Leda 1677, Dutch Friesian Herd Book, which cow was 
purchased by the McKay Brothers in 1886. 

Another cow shown here is Pietertje Beets DeKol 2d, 
who has made a record of 31.97 pounds of butter on the 
same farm during the past winter. Her milk yield was 
570 pounds during the seven days. The breeding of this 
cow on the dam’s side springs from the same cow as that 


T HE cow on the front cover of the World this week 


of Paul Beets De Kol, thus tracing back through some 
remarkably excellent lines. The cow herself is a beau- 
tiful individual having apparently a greater capacity than 
Leda Inka who made the 35-pound record. She has a 
beautiful top line, is remarkably well veined and her 
udder is splendidly proportioned and remarkably well at- 
tached. But above all this, it is in the barrel that she 
outclasses her stable mate. Leda Inka, however, has a 
beautiful head, an udder that is a net work of veins and 
her hide is silky and typical of excellent quality. The 
picture was taken after the test was completed. 

The bull, whose picture is shown herewith, is the 
senior herd bull at the McKay Brothers farm. He is 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad 7th, a son of Aag- 
gie ‘Cornucopia Johanna Lad who had 99 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, 60 proven sons and 64 daughters who are dams 
of A. R. O. daughters. His sire was Johanna Aaggie Sar- 
castic Lad who had 18 A. R. O. daughters and whose rec- 
ord was quite outstanding in his day and age. He is a 
son of Sarcastic Lad, so that on the sire’s side this bull 
is certainly well bred. He has 10 A. R. O. daughters, 
six of them with records of better than 21 pounds as 
three-year-olds. There are two 26-pound two-year-olds, 
one going very near to 27 pounds. 

The grandam on the sire’s side was Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline, who for eight years held the world’s rec- 
ord for seven-day production. Her yield of butter at the 
age of 4% years was 34.32 pounds in seven days from 
659.20 pounds of milk. Her sire was De Kol 2d’s Paul 
De Kol, who was a son of Paul De Kol and De Kol 2d. 
De Kol 2d was a world’s record seven-day cow at the 
time she completed her test, when she gave 26.58 pounds 
of butter. 

The dam of Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad 7th was 
Small Hope Piebe, another 30-pound cow back in the early 
days, for she made her record in 1911. She was the 
daughter of Small Hope Netherland, who made a record 
of 17.59 pounds and who in turn was a daughter of Small 
Hope. Small Hope’s sire was Prince of Twisk, a bull 
that was imported from the north of Holland and her 
dam was the imported cow, Posch, another individual 
coming from the north of Holland. On the whole, this 
bull is remarkably well bred right through and he is just 
as good in individuality as he is in his pedigree. His 
daughters are doing remarkably well. There are 12 of 
them now that have made A. R. O. records, seven with 
over 21 pounds to their credit as three-year-olds and’ two 
with practically 27 pounds each as three-year-olds, one 
having made 26.93 pounds and the other 26.63 pounds. 
One four-year-old made 24.15 pounds in seven days. 

Tilly Alcartra has been mentioned as one of the cows 
which has reflected honor to this herd and there are two 
others that, while not quite so spectacular from the 
world’s standpoint, are yet exceptionally good individ- 
uals and are the pride of the institutions where they are 
kept. 

I refer to College Belle Wayne whose record of 
35.56 pounds is the banner record for the state of South 
Dakota. This cow is owned in the South Dakota Agri- 
cultural College herd. She has probably traveled more 
miles than any other cow on demonstration trains. She 
has also figured quite extensively in the movie films and 
she has done a great work in encouraging better dairy- 
ing which means better Holsteins in the state of South 
Dakota. True, she was not bred on the McKay farm, 
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but her dam, Leda Gerben Wayne, 
was a product of this herd and was 
sold to the college by the McKay 
Brothers. There is more reflected 
glory for Iowa in this cow’s record, 
for her sire, Beppo Jewel Lad, was

She has made 
this record at the age of 7 years 11 
months and 9 days and the record was 
made 31 days after freshening. Her 
average test has been 4.29 per cent, 
which is certainly satisfactory. 

At the present time, she is still on 
test, having 128.816 pounds of butter 
to her credit in 30 days and still mak- 
ing a daily gain of one-half a pound 
on that amount. Her seven-day rec- 
ord is of special value in that it was 
made so long after she had freshened. 
She has made in seven days as a five- 
year-old 27.41 pounds of butter 30 
days after freshening. Both her 
seven and 30-day records are the high- 
est ever made in Jefferson county, 
Wisconsin.—Benjamin F. Berg.

A. R. O. Work in Michigan

REVIEW of the Advanced Reg- 
A istry testing in Michigan for the 

year 1915 shows some remark. 
ably goo. work accomplished. The 
vear 1914 closed with a state record 
for seven days held by Northern 
Fobes Denver: with a record of 35.94 
pounds as a senior four-year-old. At 
the close of 1915 she still held the 
record in Michigan, but had raised it 
to 39.87 puunds butter in seven days. 
Northern Fobes Denver is owned by 
Emblagaard Dairy and, as she was not 
yet six years old when she finished her 
last test, the Holstein breeders of 
Michigan are hoping that she may in 
the future bring the world’s record 
for seven-day butter production to 
this state.

There has been considerable discus- 
sion during the past few vears regard. 
ing reduction in the length of the 
semi-official record, as there are many 
objections urged against the 365-day 
record, 

Under normal conditions a cow 
should produce a calf each year, but 
in order to give their cows a chance 
to do their best on the yearly test, 
many of the breeders hold them over 
and breed them to freshen four or 
five months after the completion of 
the test and some of them are not 
bred at all. The calf produced by a 
cow making a good yearly record is 
worth as tnuch as the milk she would 
give during the year and in many in- 
stances is of much greater value, 
Hence it is important, not only to the 
owner in a financial way, but as a 
matter of general breed improvement 
as well, to produce as many calves as 
possible from such high-record cows. 
Holding a cow over for several 
months or carrying her through the 
year without breeding, while she is 
kept constantly on high feed to secure 
the largest possible flow of milk, is 
a dangerous practice and liable to re- 
sult in difficulty in getting the cow 
with calf and perhaps even in failure 
to breed. 

With the proposed eight-months’ 
record and a requirement that the 
cow freshen within fourteen months 
from previous date of calving, the cow 
could be milked to the full period even 
though bred to freshen at the end of 
the year; and. if freshening at 13 or 
14 months. the cow could be dried 
off and allowed a period of a few 
weeks for rest. Such a test was rec- 
ommended by President Aitken at the 
annual meeting at Syracuse last June. 
The objection may be urged that, un- 
less the other breed associations 
adopted a similar test. these records 
would be compared with 365-day rec- 
ords and thus shown at a disadvan- 
tage. Would it not be well then for 
the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation to offer a resolution at the an- 
nual meeting in Detroit next June, 
favoring the appointment of a com- 
mittee to meet with similar commit- 
tees from the other dairy breed asso- 
ciations for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the adoption of an eight months’ 
test, and securing more uniformity in 
methods of official record work and 
better harmony in general between 
the several dairy breed associations! 

There is at present considerable 
variation in methods employed and 
especially in rules and requirements 
sent out to the colleges regarding con-

News From the Associations 


The New York Club Meeting. 

The  Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Club of New York state is entitled to 
seven delegates for the national meet- 
ing at Detroit in June. This was de- 
termined by the rule of the associa- 
tion permitting affiliated clubs three 
delegates for the first 15 members and 
one for each 50 additional. The New 
York club has 217 members in good 
standing. 

Authority was given President 
Powell to appoint these seven dele- 
gates from the membership list at the 
club’s meeting held Thursday at Syra- 
cuse, New York. The attendance was 
satisfactory considering the fact that 
everybody is pretty busy nowadays 
and a number of matters of import- 
ance were discussed by those who 
were able to attend. The club voted 
to send a delegate to the meetings of 
the National Dairy Council held May 
5th and 6th at Washington, D. C. F. 
C. Soule was delegated to go and his 
son, O. F. Soule, was chosen alternate. 
President Powell also appointed a 
committee to secure proxies for use 
at the annual meeting, naming A. L. 
Brockway of Syracuse, W.-C. Hunt of 
Fayetteville, and F. '‘C. Soule of Syra- 
cuse, upon this committee. 

Another feature of the meeting was 
a comprehensive report by A. L. 
Brockway, chairman of the club’s 
committee on legislation, regarding 
the fate of the bills favored by the 
club in the New York state legislature. 
He reported that the tuberculosis bill, 
as amended, had been passed. This 
bill provides for a physical examina- 
tion in connection with the veterinar- 
ian’s test for this disease as now con- 
ducted. It also provides for the re- 
organization of the agricultural de- 
partment. The Hewitt bill as printed 
in full in the March 25th issue of the 
World. was also made a part of this 
law. This bill provides that pure bred 
animals, registered with the state de- 
partment of agriculture at a cost of 
50c per head, may be paid for at a 
price not to exceed $300 when con- 
demned and slaughtered under the 
tuberculosis law. 

The bill for pasteurization, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brockway, stood very little 
show of passing, as it was not upon 
the calendar at the closing hours of 
the legislature. That body, however. 
did pass a bill appropriating $15,000 
for the purpose of conducting further 
experimentation with contagious abor- 
tion by Dr. W. L. Williams of Cor- 
nell University. This item was strick- 
en from the general appropriation bill 
and special action was required to in- 
sure the funds. The bill discussed 
in the March 25th issue of the World 
that would have amended the require- 
ments for admission to practice vet- 
erinary medicine, by lowering the 
same, was killed. , 

Several members of the club in- 
dulged in a heated discussion as to the 
wisdom of the practice now discon- 
tinued of giving the herd books free 
of charge to members of the associa- 
tion. President Powell in particular, 





condemned the association for giving 
up this plan, as it did two years ago. 
Mr. Brockway, a member of the exec- 
utive board of the association, and 
Wing R. Smith, national treasurer, 
both defended the action of the as- 
sociation in discontinuing this prac- 
tice, stating that to have continued it 
meant that the association would have 
faced, in time, financial ruin. Other 
matters discussed included a proposi- 
tion to hold a sale of animals con- 
signed by club members and a discus- 
sion of the possibility of sales com- 
panies so revising their rules that 
consignors might make a_ statement 
under oath guaranteeing the animals 
consigned in public sales. 

The club will hold one more meet- 
ing prior to the annual meeting at 
Detroit. This will be for the purpose 
of closing up all details in regard to 
proxies. A vote of the members in 
regard to a choice of place for the 
next annual meeting found the club 
favoring Worcester, Mass., as the city 
of second choice, with Syracuse firsu. 


Wisconsin Breeders Meet. 


A special meeting of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Wisconsin 
will be held at Watertown, Wis., on 
the evening of May 4, 1916, for the 
purpose of submitting to the breeders 
for their discussion and adoption 
plans which have been developed by 
the secretary and a special committee 
for making this association a more 
active and effective organization—one 
that will be of constructive service to 
its members and the Holstein breed- 
ing interests of the state. Every Hol. 
stein breeder in the state is invited to 
attend. As the Wisconsin Breeders’ 
Holstein sale is held at Watertown 
on May 4th and 5th, breeders who at- 
tend the special state meeting will 
also have an opportunity to attend 
that sale.

IMPROVING INDIANA DAIRY 
PRODUCTS. 


Breeders of Holstein-Friesians 
throughout Indiana have just been af- 
fected deeply by action, taken by the 
pure food and drug department of 
the state board of health of Indiana, 
in which creamerymen, dairymen and 
kindred industries are co-operating. 
The new orders from the state board 
are aimed to bring Indiana butter and 
ice cream and similar frozen products 
up to the highest standard possible 
under present conditions. Every 
dairyman in the state is affected by 
the orders, which provide for com- 
pulsory pasteurization of all cream, 
milk and stock going into the manu- 
facture either of butter, ice cream or 
similar frozen products. 

The new orders will go into effect 
July 1st and meanwhile those, who 
are affected, have begun preparations 
to conform to the orders. 

The leaders in the creamery indus. 
try in the state were made familiar 
with the contents of the order before 


it was issued and heartily agreed 


thereto, according to Mr, Barnard 
The results of the inspections, which 
have been started by A. Bruner, a 
deputy under Mr. Barnard, have aj. 
ready shown that Indiana butter, aj. 
most entirely, is manufactured from 
pasteurized stock. Bruner’s investi. 
gations may continue a year and their 
purpose is to better the condition of 
all Indiana butter. He is working 
through the state, with practically the 
complete co-operation of the butter 
manufacturers and the creamery op, 
erators and breeders and dairymen 
His campaign is educational to both 
the creamerymen and the dairyme, 
He is seeking to ascertain how but- 
ter stock is kent prior to its being 
turned over to the creameries and 
butter manufactories and wherever it 
is possible he is discussing methods 
of better sanitation and more scien- 
tific handling of cream and milk with 


the farmers and dairymen. Such prac. , 


tices as leaving the milk and cream 
standing in orchards, while other 
work about the premises is done, is 
being frowned on by the state de- 
partment and the Holstein-Friesian 
and other classes of dairymen are 
being urged to use proper methods of 
refrigeration—W. S. Greenough.

“If People Only Knew’”’ 


LETTER that was recently received in the Holstein- 

Friesian World mail brings this sentence: “If people 
in general only knew what a pleasure and satisfaction it 1s 
to develop a cow, we would soon have nothing but good 
cows on the farms of this country.” 

There is a world of truth in this statement, but the 
difficulty is with the people just as much as it-is with their 
lack of knowledge. There are many men who would not 
appreciate the importance and the satisfaction and the 
full measure of pleasure that comes out of work of this 
kind, no matter how rich the harvest might prove. 

The gentleman. who wrote the above quotation has 
recently made some exceptionally good tests in a part of 
the country where the people have not believed that it 
is possible for cows to make records of this kind, and he 
says further, that it is a wonderful satisfaction to him to 
see the people all through his section stare in wonder 
when they realize what has been accomplished during the 
past winter in this particular herd. They are just begin- 
ning to awaken to the wonderful opportunities that the 
Holstein cow offers and many are turning to these cattle 
as the result of this man’s efforts and successes. 

There are many parts of the country where the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow would solve the farmer's economic 
problem if she were given half a chance. It’s a very dif- 
ferent thing to run a farm today from what it was to run 
the same farm 25 or 30 years ago. There is a larger in- 
vestment in the land, that is, the land is worth more 
money, and, no matter what was paid for it, it represents 
its real value at the present time. If it is to yield a profit, 
it must pay a reasonable amount of interest on its value, 
not necessarily on the money that is actually invested in 
it. That means that where a few years ago a farm had 
to pay $2.50 to $3.50 per acre, now it must pay $8 pér acre, 
which is 4 per cent on $200, in order to represent a fair 
turnover value in the real price of the land. 

An illustration of the manner in which this can be 
done is given by a definite example which comes from 
another subscriber to the World. This gentleman was a 
feeder of beef cattle a few years ago. He couldn’t be 
made to see any beauty or any profit or any advantage in 
a dairy cow. However, he was intelligent and he realized 
that it was rather difficult to make money on steers that 
cost him 8c in the spring and were sold for 7%c in the 
fall after being kept through the summer and finished off 
on corn that was worth perhaps 40c per bushel. He found 
that he would have to selt a tremendous number of steers 
at this price in order to make a very perceptable sum in 
return for his year’s work. 

Gradually he turned to dairy cattle. His first pur- 
chases were grade Holsteins. A little later he turned 
these off and bought pure-bred Holsteins. Now he has a 
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little herd of perhaps 35 or 40, counting all the youn 
stuff. During the month of March, his milk check foam 
the local creamery was $209, and he can tell you to a cent 
what it cost to feed those cows every day in the month 
The milk check was produced by a herd of 1] cows. 
Surely this is a thoroughly good return for the money 
invested. The gentleman has little difficulty in selling his 
surplus stock, whether it be bulls or heifers. He makes 
a handsome return from his cows every day of the month 
and the sale of the young stock is clear velvet. 

He has found that he can make better profit on high 
priced land with the Holstein cow than he can by an 
other mode of farming, and he has tried nearly all of them 
—sheep, steers, grain and, finally, dairying. 

Going back to the quotation mentioned earlier in this 
sketch, it is perfectly safe to estimate that those who are 
most keenly alive to the satisfaction and the pleasure de. 
rived from the work of developing cattle, are the people 
who will go farthest, and these people are the ones who 
will get the most profit out of their Holstein-Friesian 
stock. There is no question that the Holstein cow jg 
the great cow for this country. She is the farmer’s safe- 
guard; she is the dividend payer on high-priced land; she 
is the machine that takes a vast amount of grass and feeds 
that are absolutely useless from the standpoint of human 
food and turns them into a wonderfully perfect, well- 
balanced ration for the human being. She offers the solu- 
tion of the economic problem on the American farm to- 
day. 


Holstein-Friesian Days 


HERE is a remarkable significance in the attitude that 

is being taken all through the country with regard to 
the Holstein-Friesian cow. Cow Days and Holstein Days 
—in truth nearly every Cow Day develops into a Holstein 
Day—are being put on by commercial clubs and similar 
organizations in many sections. The last issue of the 
World mentioned a Holstein Day in Utah where this is 
becoming a regular annual occurrence. The remarkable 
celebration that was recently put on in southern Illinois 
where dairy cows are practically unknown is another 
illustration of the same thing. Over in Wisconsin, one 
of the communities put on a Holstein Day, which is men- 
tioned in this issue of the World. These three are merely 
indicative of the attitude that is being noticed all through 
the country. 

Here is the actual solution of the whole case: Bank- 
ers, merchants and business men, which includes farmers, 
have begun to realize that the dairy cow is the solution 
of the profit-making system of farming, and they realize 
at the same time that the dairy cow that will yield the 
largest returns for the money invested is the Holstein- 
Friesian cow. 

A letter from a gentleman in one of the southern 
states says that he has placed the picture of the wonderful 
44-pound Holstein in his bank window. He says that the 
people who have been accustomed to all kinds of cattle 
except Holsteins, stand in open-eyed wonder when they 
see the record of this cow. As a result, they are begin- 
ning to turn their attention to this breed and Holstein 
bulls are being introduced into the community. It is an- 
other case of the inevitable transition which will be ex- 
perienced in every section of the country where the Hol- 
stein cow is not now supreme. It is instances of this kind 
that lead directly to the development of these dairy days. 

It is furthermore worthy of comment that one of the 
leading agricultural colleges of the middle-west, when tak- 
ing a demonstration train throughout its territory where 
farming of a general nature was not extensively carried 
one, used a Holstein-Friesian cow to represent the dairy 
industry. All of these instances are purely logical, they 
are exactly what one may look for and what one may 
expect, and we mention them here, not with unpardonable 
pride, but just to show the attitude that is being noticed 
on all sides. 


The Place of the Grade Cow 


i ingen is a tendency on the part of some to scoff at 
the grade cow. She is called a “scrub” and she 1s 
given all kinds of unpleasant epithets, but she has a place 
in the scheme of dairying that is of considerable im- 
portance. 

The grade cow is a product of the pure bred bull 
and the ordinary farm cow. The first purchase which the 
average farmer makes in turning from scrub cattle to 
pure breds is a sire. There is a wonderful market for 
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ulls and that market is made very largely by 

vag a these calves to be used on ordinary herds. 
The product of such breeding is inevitably superior to 
the herds that were maintained previously. If there is 
any doubt as to this, let one read the figures in any of 
the experiment stations where there has been an effort 
to determine definitely just what the pure bred sire can 
accomplish in the way of breeding up the dairy herds. He 
will find some remarkable figures that cannot fail to con- 
vince. ; 
The grade cow is the stepping stone from the un- 
able, nondescript herd to the profitable, high class, 
bred herd. She has a place in the education of the 
farmer and she will do much to convince and to train and 
to develop his capacity for handling higher class stock. 

It would be folly for many men to invest the money 
necessary in pure bred cattle before they have had the 
training that comes through handling better cows than 
they are accustomed to. This training is secured most 
economically with the grade cow. The grade cow surely 
has a place in this process of instruction and if the aver- 
age farmer did not creep before he tried to run, he would 
stumble and fall by the wayside and as a result, he would 
become permanently jaundiced in his view of dairy cat- 
tle so that it would be practically impossible to convince 
him of the value, the importance and the significance of 
the pure bred cow. 

As a stepping stone, as a process of education, as a 
leader from the ordinary to the higher class, the grade 
cow is an exceedingly important factor.

Is the Milking Machine Practical ? 


HE question is frequently asked “Is the Milking Ma- 
Bax Practical?” The answer is perfectly apparent to 
anyone who has kept himself posted on the progress that 
has been made by manufacturers of dairy machinery. We 
are not groping in the dark when we speak of milking 
machines. The subject has been very carefully studied 
and we believe that we can speak with as much authority, 
gained from the real experience of hundreds of farmers 
who are using machines, as any writer on the subject. 

The men who actually have milking machines in use 
are united in their praise of these great labor saving de- 
vices, but they admit that the milking machine cannot 
solve all the problems on the farm any more than the silo 
can solve all the problems of feeding, or the separator 
can solve all the problems of marketing. The milking 
machine implies an intelligent operator. It is absolutely 
imperative that the man who handles the machine should 
understand his work and understand cattle. This is true 
of the man who milks by hand as well. If one is not in 
sympathy with his work, if he does not understand the 
implements with which he is working, he cannot accom- 
plish the most even with an ordinary hoe or plow. The 
same thing is true in a

UBLIC sales of Holstein-Friesian cattle are becoming 

more and more frequent. Indeed it is difficult at cer- 
tains seasons of the year to find a day when one will not 
be competing with some other sale or when an auctioneer 
is available. 

The Holstein-Friesian cow is not being turned off 
because she is undesirable, but she is being offered at 
public sale because there is a tremendous demand for 
these cattle and the sale offers the most attractive way of 
turning the cattle to money and making the transfer 
promptly, safely and without question of deferred pay- 
ment. 

As a natural result of these numerous sales, one 
would expect prices to fall off, but on the contrary they 
are doing the opposite. They are not only holding a 
very satisfactory level for the average run of business, 
but they are going up all of the time. This does not 
imply that they are getting beyond a point where the 
cow can make a good profit upon the investment in hex. 
Indeed the judicious and wise purchaser realizes that the 
value of a cow depends very largely upon her ability to 
produce and her ability to produce is determined by the 
inherited possibilities which she gets from her ancestry 
and this is established definitely by the advanced register 
records that are made on both sides of the pedigree. 

These are the factors that determine the popularity 
of an individual or a strain. Therefore, one is perfectly 
safe in buying his cattle and he is perfectly justified in 
paying any price that he deems wise, depending of course, 
upon his own judgment in the case. The man who buys 
right will buy on the upgrade of prices and that is al- 
ways preferable to purchasing when prices are going in 
the opposite direction. That means that he will buy now. 


Exports of Dairy Products from Denmark 


Sige were exported from Denmark during 1915, 
101,600 tons of butter, against 95,300 tons in 1914 and 
91,000 tons in 1913. The large increase for 1915 is ex- 
plained by a corresponding large decrease in the exporta- 
tion of cream, which has almost entirely ceased. Prices 
obtained were about 30 per cent above those of previous 
years. Of cheese there were exported 4,300 tons in 1915 
against 500 tons in 1914 and 300 tons in 1913. Condensed 
milk was exported to the amount of 350 tons in 1915, 
against 270 tons in 1914 and 290 tons in 1913. There are 
about 1,550 dairies in Denmark. 

The above is taken from United States Commerce Re- 
ports and it illustrates some rather surprising facts. The 
same copy of the report gives a comparison of 12 products 
invoiced at the American consulate general at London for 
the United States during the first three months of 1916 
with the same three months of 1915, and it shows a re-

[ «no feared that the ball set rolling 

at the first meeting of the Wash- 
ington County, Wisconsin, Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Association would 
stop short at some unforeseen obsta- 
cle, he was converted by seeing the 
attendance at the “Cow Day” at West 
Bend recently. The commercial club 
hall was filled with farmers from all 
over the county, who are interested 
in dairy farming. There were even 
ladies present, and some of the local 
business men. Among the dairy farm- 
ers the younger element was well rep- 
resented. 

President Walter Schroeder called 
the meeting to order about 10:30 
o’clock in the morning. He said that 
those who did not receive invitations 
to the first meeting should not feel 
slighted, as no injustice was intended. 
He explained once more the purposes 
of an organization of this sort, which 
are of a business and a social kind. 
It will help the farmers to get the 
limit out of their cows which, instead 
of being mere “boarders,” should 
bring $150 to $175 a year clear profit. 
It will also help to supply the vast 
areas in the west and south with cat- 
tle bred in our county. 

Secretary Gehl read the constitu- 
tion of the association, which waa 
agreed upon in the first meeting, and, 
after a slight change had been made, 
it was adopted at this special meet- 
ing. He also read a letter which was 
turned over to the association, in 
which a buyer is looking for a car- 
load of two-year-old Holstein heifers. 

Attorney F. W. Bucklin gave an 
address full of substance and sugges- 
tions on “The Business Man’s Inter. 
est in Dairy Cattle.” He mentioned 
the encouragement which the plan of 
organizing a Holstein breeders’ asso- 
ciation found with the local commer- 
cial club. An organization of this 
kind should not be confounded with a 
monopoly. The times when business 
men were prejudiced against farmers 
are past. It is: the business man who 
gains when the farmers of the swm- 
rounding country prosper. It is in 
the interest of the business men of all 
sorts to see that the farmers of the 
neighborhood do well. If the farm- 
ers take in more money, they will 
spend more, the standard of living 
will be raised, for we all have desires 
for better things, for things that we 
cannot hope to get with a small in- 
come. Every storekeeper will feel the 
prosperity of the farmer. And finally, 
when people fall all over themselves 
in hauling in money and get hurt, the 
lawyer even will come in for a little 
share in “flush times.” He also 
touched upon the marketing problem, 
the low price which the farmer gets 
for his produce and the high price 
which the consumer has to pay, and 
the waste which goes with our poor 
system of marketing, one section of 
the country getting much more than 
it needs, and another not enough. In 
this, the speaker declared, we are 25 
years behind Germany and_ other 
European countries. Marketing of 
produce is not only a community af- 
fair, but a state and national affair. 
He also expressed as his opinion that 
business men should join the breed- 
ers’ association and gave an instance, 
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A Splendid Beginning 


taken from a paper, in which business 
men of another city financially helped 
breeders to acquire pure bred cattle. 

The first speaker in the afternoon 
was C. J. Schafer, secretary of the 
Wisconsin Holstein Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and editor of the Wisconsin 
Agriculturist. He spoke on “How the 
Farmer May Benefit by Organization” 
and declared the meeting to be the 
largest one of any newly organized 
association of this kind, which he 
ever addressed. By the labor unions 
he illustrated the right system of or- 
ganizing. But organization is not 
enough, the spirit to accomplish some- 
thing must also be kept alive. A sys- 
tem of selling must, furthermore, be 
worked out. The secretary should be 
kept informed of what the members 
have to sell. Other farmers should 
be interested in Holstein cattle. 
There should be means of publicity 
and among them the local papers 
should not be overlooked. This will 
create interest and help the associa- 
tion. There should also be a leaflet 
prepared, in which the aims of the 
association are set forth. The speak- 
er then touched upon the foot and 
mouth disease of last year, which, 
with the help of the state association 
was handled in the best way, while 
down in Illinois the situation was all 
tangled up. 

The milk situation was also touched 
upon, and the speaker advised to teach 
the consumer the value of Holstein 
milk. How to keep up enthusiasm he 
illustrated with owners of Guernsey 
herds in Waukesha county, for which 
that county is renowned. He called 
the dairy herd “the greatest vitalizer 
of our farm life.” In conclusion he 
invited the audience to join the Wis- 
consin Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. 

The last speaker was J. P. Riordan 
of Mayville and his subject was “Why 
We Should Raise More Holstein Cat- 
tle.’ Mr. Riordan, being a Washing- 
ton county boy, convinced the audi- 
ence that his heart is still with us 
and that he reveres our county as his 
home. He thinks that there is no 
farmer like the Washington county 
farmer. There is better land in Dodge 
county, but they would starve over 
there if they had the difficulties in 
tillage, which our farmers have to 
encounter. He advised his listeners 
to go into Holstein cattle breeding 
with the Washington county spirit. 
He then related how dairying is help- 
ing northern Wisconsin, where they 
have not so many acres to a farm 
but two-cow-farms and_ ten-cow- 
farms. Wisconsin land is not as fav- 
orable to agriculture as land in some 
neighboring states. The farmers of 
our state do not make much money 
with grain, so they must make it with 
dairying. The speaker said that he is 
not particular as to cows of any 
strain. Holstein cows are much at- 
tacked by publications devoted to 
other breeds, but Wisconsin has cast 
her ballot for the Holstein cow. Five 
thousand farmers in the state today 
say that Holstein cows are the best. 
Mr. Riordan gave some of his ex- 
perience on the large farms near May- 
ville. When he took charge of them, 
the soil was worn out and its fertil- 
ity had to be restored by the cow, 


by manuring the impoverish ‘ 
Referring to Holstein come yr 
speaker gave their characteristics as 
phlegmatic temper and absence of 
nervousness. They do not fuss much 
about the milker, and can stand much 
more than other kinds of cows. The 
are in big demand and sell fast. The 
pure bred Holsteins give more milk 
and cheaper milk than any other

A Bit of Dairy Cattle 
History 


There are four recognized breeds of 
dairy cattle, the Holstein-Friesian 
Guernsey, Jersey and Ayrshire, ac. 
cording to E. B. Dorsett, farm adviser 
of the Department of Agriculture 
who also maintains that there are also 
other breeds having some dairy char. 
acteristics, but that they have not 
been bred long enough to fix them 
permanently. 

In discussing the breeds of dairy 
cattle Mr. Dorsett says: 

“The domestic cattle of the world 
are doubtless descended from one par. 
ent stock. Variations were noticed, 
however, at a _ very early period. 
Through ancient sculptures and other 
records, cattle can be traced back at 
least 4,000 years, and the earliest rec- 
ords show that animals of different 
types were then known. In all of the 
progressive countries of the world 
may be found cattle with characteris- 
tics sO pronounced as to justify their 
being called a breed. Of these we 
now have more than 100, yet but four 
are recognized as typical dairy breeds. 
A sub-division of a family in the ani- 
mal kingdom may be recognized as a 
breed when it has been subjected tw 
and reproduced under the same condi- 
tions until it has acquired a distinc 
characteristic common to all the mem- 
bers of the family and naturally re- 
produces these characteristics with 
some slight variations. We have evi- 
dence of this in the Holstein breed, 
which has been bred for 2,000 years, 
or more, for large milk production 
and in the Jersey and Guernsey, bred 
several hundred years for milk rich 
in butter-fat. 

“The different breeds of cattle 
found in the United States today near- 
ly all came from Great Britain and the 
western portions of Europe, and it is 
not at all unlikely that they have a 
common origin with the cattle which 
existed in the forests of Europe. 
These were described by Caesar, Pliny 
and other Latin writers almost 2, 
years ago, and by others who wrote 
of them a few centuries later as 
abounding in the great forests around 
London. They were also frequently 
mentioned in the records of the Mid- 
dle Ages. 

“In the early history of these cattle 
natural causes tended to divide them 
into general classes: first, those 
adapted to the more mountainous 
and less fertile sections of the coun- 
try and second those adapted_ to 
the plains and richer regions. The 
former, owing to greater scarcity 
of food and more difficulty in ob- 
taining it, were smaller, more frug- 
ged, and rougher in type than the 
better fed animals of the latter class. 
Later, breeding and artificial condi- 
tions, together with natural causes, re- 
sulted in additional variations among 
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and led to establishing charac. 
po which became fixed in the 
different breeds. 

“The natural function of every plant 
or animal is to. produce and repro- 
duce. The cow in her wild state pro- 
duced only enough milk to feed her 
calf. Man by careful breeding and 
selection has changed this characteris- 
tic until he has not only prolonged her 
milking period, but has increased the 
quantity produced, until many cows 
could feed several calves. The amount 
of milk produced by one cow in a 

ear has been increased from 3,000 
pounds to 30,000, and from less than a 
pound of butter a day, to over seven 
pounds in a single day. 

“Within the general class of dairy 
cattle one can find great variety and 
can therefore select breeds or fami- 
lies well adapted to the special needs 
in view. Some cows are noted for 
the quantity, others for the quality of 
the milk they produce. Some combine 
both quantity and quality under skill- 
ful management. Some are active and 
forage well on steep hill sides and 
scanty pasture, and will convert a 
large amount of roughage feed into 
milk and butter. Some cows will give 
a large flow of milk for a few months 
and then stop. Others will give a 
medium flow and keep it up through. 
out the year. The dairyman can eas- 
ily find cows, therefore, that are 
adapted to his special needs. The 
Department of Agriculture will help 
if it is asked.” 

[Note.—It is worthy of note that the records 
mentioned above, both for milk and butter, 
were made by Holstein-Friesian cows. It was 
a Holstein that gave over 30,000 pounds of 
milk in a year and over 60,000 pounds in two 
consecutive years. It was another Holstein 
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that gave over seven pounds of butter in one 
day. It is also worthy of note that another 
class may be added to the worthy gentleman’s 
grouping in the last ar. which _ class 
includes cows giving a large flow of milk for 
a long period of time. The sketch is of de- 
cided interest from the historical point of view 
and it is considered worthy of reproduction 
in the World.—Editor.] 


MILK TESTS MAY VARY. 


It is a common belief that cows 
will give milk that tests practically the 
same from day to day. For example, 
if a cow gives 5 per cent milk today 
she will give 5 per cent milk tomor- 
row or the next day. Is this belief 
correct? 

Those who have done advanced reg- 
istry testing know that cows vary in 
the test of their milk. The variation 
in tests between two milkings on the 
same day may be as much as 3 per 
cent, and the variation from one day 
to another may be as much as 4 per 
cent or more. One of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical ‘College students who 
tested the cows owned by the Okla- 
homa State Hospital at Norman found 
one cow to vary 4.1 per cent in a two- 
day test. Her milk tested 3.7 per cent 
the first milking of the two-day per- 
iod, while one of the milkings during 
the second day tested 7.8 per cent, 
thus making a difference of 4.1 per 
cent. The evening milk tested 3.7 per 
cent, while the morning milk tested 
6.7 per cent. 

The variation in tests shown by 
advanced registry work in Oklahoma 
is much the same as has been found in 
other states. In Michigan the rec- 
ords of 1,000 two-day advanced reg- 
istry tests of Jersey cows were exam- 
ined. It was found that 632 cows 
showed a variation as high at 1 per 
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cent between milkings; 267 showed a 
variation as high as 2 per cent; 77 
showed a variation as high as 3 per 
cent; 16 a variation as high at 4 pet 
cent; seven a variation as high as 5 
per cent; and one cow showed:a var'1- 
tion up to 6 per cent. When like rec- 
ords of 1,000 Holstein cows were ex- 
amined, practically the same variations 
were found in about the same propor- 
tion. 


It is true that some cows on ad- 
vanced registry test may be subjected 
to somewhat unusual conditions. t 
has been found, however, that even 
where cows are kept under herd con- 
ditions, with no unusual variation in 
feed, water or time of milking, the 
difference in test will still be noticed. 

If the man who is doing the ad- 
vanced registry testing is known to be 
competent and careful, the owner of 
the cows that are being tested should 
not be surprised if considerable varia- 
tion is shown in the test of different 
milkings——J. M. Fuller, Department 
of Dairying, Oklahoma Agricultural 
and Mechanical College. 


NORTH DAKOTA PASTURE 
GRASS. 


The best pasture grass for North 
Dakota is brome grass. It starts 
early in the spring, grows better than 
other grasses in dry weather and 
grows quite late in the fall. It pro- 
duces a heavy sod that stands tramp- 
ing well and that adds a lot of or- 
ganic matter to the soil. The brome 
grass can be sown with grain as a 
nurse crop, 10 pounds per acre makes 
a good seeding. —W. C. P., North 
Dakota Experiment Station.

Lakeview Dutchland Artis 


Has just made 34.66 lbs of butter from 567.7 Ibs of milk 
as a senior three-year-old. 
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Her Sire: DUTCHLAND COLANTHA SIR MONA by 
COLANTHA JOHANNA LAD from MONA PAULINE DE 
KOL. The dam of this bull has 6 A. R. O. daughters, one with 
nearly 34 Ibs. and ‘another, DUTCHLAND COLANTHA 
MONA, full sister to DUTCHLAND COLANTHA SIR 
MONA, made the world’s record as a junior three-year-old for 
milk production, giving 22,645 lbs. of milk—making MONA 
PAULINE DE KOL one of the greatest producers of the breed. 

This new Canadian record again demonstrates that in order 
to get unusual results, a bull must come from producing families. 

Another example of producing dams is our junior herd sire, 
DUTCHLAND CREAMELLE KORNDYKE LAD, sired by 
DUTCHLAND SIR PONTIAC RAG APPLE, who carries 
100 per cent the same blood as PONTIAC CLOTHILDE DE 
KOL 2d, and 25 per cent of the blood of Pontiac Korndyke and 
Hengerveld De Kol. In other words, DUTCHLAND CREAM- 
ELLE KORNDYKE LAD carries 50 per cent of the same 
blood as PONTIAC CLOTHILDE DE KOL 2d. 

The dam of DUTCHLAND CREAMELLE KORNDYKE 
LAD—DUTCHLAND COLANTHA VALE (former world’s 
champion junior two-year-old with 22,750 lbs. of milk and 857 
Ibs. of butter) is now entered in strictly official yearly test and 
made, six weeks after calving, 30.43 lbs. of butter from 750 lbs. 
of milk, giving in the first 60 days, 6,051 lbs. of milk, and is 
still milking, 80 days after freshening, right around 100 lbs.

Reported Tests of Holstein-Friesians 


RECEIVED FROM MARCH 2 TO 15, 1916 


HE period covered by the above 
"T Gates refers to the time during 

which the certified reports of 
tests were received by the Advanced 
Registry office, and has nothing what- 
ever to do with the time the tests 
were made. 
Yearly Junior Four-year Fat Record 

Broken. 


I am pleased to be able to report 
that the Holstein-Friesian cow, Milan- 
hurst America De Kol 143441, has 
broken the record for fat production 
in the junior four-year class of the 
yearly division by producing in 365 
consecutive days, under strictly off- 
cial test for the whole time, 26,433.4 
pounds of milk and 985.077 pounds fat. 
In the junior four-year class of the 
yearly division she displaces Daisy 
Grace De Kol 98228, whose record for 
365 days is 21,7183 pounds milk con- 
taining 962.8 pounds fat. As men- 
tioned above, this record made by 
Milanhurst America De Kol is wholly 
official, in that every milking during 
the whole 365 days was watched, 
weighed, sampled and tested by a 
supervisor appointed by the New York 
Agricultural College. During the test 
supervisors were changed as nearly as 
possible every 30 days, and 11 differ- 
ent supervisors were employed in the 
conduct of the tests. 

Official and Semi-official Yearly Tests 
Compared. 

For the first time in its history the 

advanced registry office is able to re- 


port yearly official tests; this issue of 
the Reported Tests announcing the 
yearly records made by the junior 
four-year-olds, Milanhurst America 
De Kol 143441 and Forward Somerset 
Duchess 167221. The first of these 
cows was started on official test just 
about one month before the other; 
and I think that neither owner knew 
that any other cow was on yearly offi- 
cial test until the tests were nearly 
completed. As announced above, Mil- 
anhurst America De Kol has produced 
in yearly test more than any cow in 
her class; while Forward Somerset 
Duchess has not only produced a very 
large amount of fat but has exceeded 
all other cows in her class for a year’s 
milk production. Both Carnation 
Stock Farm of Washington, and Pine 
Grove Farm of New York, deserve 
great credit for their enterprise in 
initiating the yearly official test; and 
it is likely that other breeders may 
follow the example set. 


The making of these two great rec- 
ords gives the advanced registry office 
its first opportunity to check up re. 
sults as obtained officially with the 
results which would have been ob- 
tained provided there had been but 
one two-day test period for each of 
these cows in each month of the year, 
and that the results from such test 
periods had been equally as reliable 
as the results of like periods in the 
official test. Taking the productions 
for the 14th and 15th days of each 
calendar’ month as a basis, and then 












































computing both milk and fat for each 
month from the results, by dividing 
by two to get the average for one 
day, and then multiply by the num- 
ber of days in the month to get the 
totals. for the month, we find that for 
Forward Somerset Duchess the pro- 
ductions as computed show a total of 
28,607.5 pounds’ milk containing 
812.123 pounds fat; while the actual 
results as obtained by the year’s offi- 
cial test are 28,540.1 pounds milk con- 
taining 815.065 pounds. We thus tina 
that the computed milk production for 
the year exceeds the real production 
by 67.4 pounds, while at the same time 
the computed fat production shows 
2.942 pounds less fat than the real 
production. For Milanhurst America 
De Kol we find that in like manner 
the computed results show 26,3526 
pounds milk containing 981.456 pounds 
fat; with the accurate results as 
26,433.4 pounds milk containing 
985.077 pounds fat, showing an excess 
in official production over computed 
production of 81.8 pounds milk and 
3.621 pounds fat. This is even closer 
than anyone would expect to find and 
shows the exceeding reliability of the 
semi-official test when as carefully 
conducted as it is under the Holstein- 
Friesian system. 
The Short-time Summaries. 

During the period from March 2 
to March 15, 1916, the reports of tests 
of 621 animals were received and have 
been accepted to entry in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Advanced Register 
Year Book; 30 of which were begun 
not less than eight months after the 
freshening of the cows making them, 
and 171 of which were semi-official

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SOME MILKING MACHINE 
INVESTIGATIONS. 


In response to your request I am 
enclosing some data I have just made 
while doing official testing at Wilco 
Farm, in Illinois, owned by Willis 
Coal and Mining Company. While 
there, a three-day composite sample 
was taken from each of their milking 
herd. They are milked by machine 
and from this machine-milked milk 
the samples were drawn. The strip- 
pings were weighed and sampled by 
composite also. Although the strip- 
pings are added to the milk from the 
machines in the mixing vat before it 
is all bottled this is not, or cannot be 
done uniformly, so that some milk 
gets more than its share of strip- 
pings incorporated with it before bot- 
tling, while other milk gets less than 
its share, or none. The reports sent 
to the farm from the dairy laborator- 
ies at St. Louis where the milk is ex- 
amined each day, show a much wider 
variation of per cent of butter-fat 
than there should be in a herd of this 
size. Part of this variation I am sure, 
is due to the uneven distribution o1 
strippings. My object was to find 
out how great a difference was made 
in the average herd test by the addi- 
tion of the hand strippings to the 
milk drawn by the machines. From 
the daily milk record for the three 
days during which these composite 
samples were taken, I computed the 
average daily milk production of each 
of the 143 cows I tested. I then com- 
puted from my tests the average daily 


fat production of each cow, divided | 


the total fat produced in a day from 
the 143 cows by the total milk they 
produced in a day, and thus obtained 
the herd test without strippings which 
is 3.35 per cent. I then added the 
average daily weight of strippings to 
the average daily weight of milk 
drawn by machine from the 143 cows, 
added the butter-fat in strippings to 
the butter-fat in the milk drawn by 
the machines and again divided fat by 
milk, thus getting the average herd 
test with strippings included which 
is 3.945 per cent.

CARE OF THE DAIRY CALF. 

In a recent address on dairying and 
the attention that should be given to 
the calf, Dr. C. J. Marshall, State 
Veterinarian of the Department of 
Agriculture said: 

“When a calf is dropped it requires 
more attention than is usually given, 
if it is to be raised for the dairy. The 
ideal food for the first two months is 
fresh milk from the dam, there is no 
substitute food which fully equals it. 
In order to get the best results, the 
calf should be kept growing every day 
and this cannot be done unless it re- 
ceives proper support and attention. 
After three days, a week or two 
weeks on fresh milk from the dam. 
substitute foods can be given with 
profitable results if good judgment 1s 
used in the feeding. Warm skim-milk, 
with a small grain ration added to tt, 
can be gradually substituted. There 
are a number of artificial calf foods 
on the market which can be fed with 
skim-milk and give good results ! 
properly managed. 

“It is not profitable to feed calves 
on skim-milk as an exclusive ration. 
The following is a good grain ration 
for young calves, In the various foo 
constituents it compares rather close-

ground oat flake, 10 pounds as fen 
meal, five pounds of middlings, 1] 
pounds of corn meal, one and one: 
half pounds of prepared blood flour 
and one-half pound of salt. This mix- 
ture costs about three cents a pound 
A calf three weeks old will eat about q 
teacupful of the grain per day. The 
amount is gradually increased to about 
one pint when the calf is five months 
old. The grain should be made into 
a paste with cold water, then add to 
it a quart of boiling water. This, with 
from three to four quarts of skim. 
milk, should make a fair substitute for 
whole milk. It should be fed warm 
At from four to six months of age, 
the calf can be -changed onto equal 
parts of ground oats, wheat bran and 
corn meal, also ordinary roughage, 
Alfalfa hay, fine timothy, ensilage, 
soiling crops and the grain ration may 
be used to advantage, and a small 
amount should be given in addition to 
pasturage if the animal loses in con- 
dition or does not grow satisfactorily.” 


MILK AS A FOOD. 


It is a great pity that the good old 
habit of eating plenty of mush and 
milk has fallen into disrepute. What 
grand old men and women were 





grown on mush and milk diet. If our 
dietarians or dining room masters 
would coin an unpronounceable 


French name for this excellent com- 
bination dish, and thus induce the 
masses to eat it in abundance, their 
action would be a benefit to humanity, 
The above is the sentiment expressed 
by L. W. Lighty, farm adviser of the 
State Department of Agriculture in 
making a plea for the use of more 
milk. Mr. Lighty says: 

“The food expert says a quart of 
milk is equal to 14 ounces of beefsteak 
and the medical expert prescribes milk 
when you cannot digest any other 
food. Milk is very easy of digestion 
and a complete food in that it con- 
tains a correct balance of protein, 
energy and the minerals. Further- 
more milk enters into harmonious and 
beneficial combination with many oth- 
er foods and greatly increases their 
value. If the consumption of milk 
were increased the cost of living could 
be materially reduced and health con- 
served at the same time. 


“Cream, butter and_ butter-milk 
should enter largely into our dietary, 
because of their cheapness and di- 
gestibility. No other standard food is 
as digestible as pure butter, save sug- 
ar alone. Ice cream is sometimes con- 
sidered a luxury, yet it is a very nour- 
ishing food in every sense of the term. 
Milk that has turned sour has simply 
been acted on by the lactic acid fer- 
ments, natural to all cow’s milk, and 
while the milk has lost a little of its 
sugar, the souring has increased its 
digestibility. Butter-milk and sour 
milk are very digestible and cooling 
and soothing to the digestive tract. 


“When you buy milk, always re- 
member that a quart of milk is worth 
practically as much as the average 
pound of beefsteak and you will soon 
see the economy of using more milk.

Work of Montana Dairy 
Commissioner 


Montana is not usually look 
on as a dairy state, but the farmers 
are gradually beginning to appreciate 
the importance of dairying and they 
are turning their attention towards 
the real dairy cow instead of the ol 
system of grain farming. 

The work of the office of dairy 
commissioner is very largely along 
the lines of promoting an interest jn 
dairying in a general way. Of course 
inspection work must be carried on 
and as a rule the farmers are very 
glad to receive the visits from the 
inspectors and they show these men 
every courtesy. There are about 9. 
000 dairies in the state and probably 
130,000 cows are being milked. 

The number of creameries and 
cheese factories are steadily increas- 
ing in Montana, and, with the excep. 
tion of a few, they are in excellent 
condition at this time. The past 
year has been a good one for the 
creameries and cheese factories on 
account of the abundance of rain, 
keeping the feed green longer than 
usual, thereby keeping up the supply 
of milk. Every assistance possible 
has been given these plants to make 
them successful. 


The market conditions are improv- 
ing and nearly all plants have gone 
into the ice cream business during 
the summer months to increase the 
demand for their products, as well as 
for profits. 


The creamery’ promoters have 
caused us quite a lot of trouble. 
These people come into a community 
and sell stock to the farmers and 
merchants for building a creamery 
when there is absolutely nothing in 
the community with which to start a 
creamery. They also charge about 
double the price of what the building 
actually costs. We have made it a 
point to hold meetings of the farmers 
and stop the building of such plants, 
where we find there are no cows to 
support a creamery. This we have 
done in a number of instances the 
past year, thereby saving the farm- 
ers and merchants thousands of dol- 
lars from an investment that could 
not possibly pay. 

Eighty-three ice cream making 
plants were inspected during the 
year. These are located in creamet- 
ies, drug stores and ice cream patf- 
lors. Neatly all were found to be in 
good sanitary condition. 

Four hundred forty-five samples of 
milk, 47 of cream and three of ice 
cream were taken by the deputies 
and tested. This seems to be the 
most satisfactory way of testing, as 
the dairymen and milk dealers are 
better satisfied and we get better re- 
sults. This also saves the expense 
of shipping samples to Bozeman. 
Twenty-six samples of butter and six 
of ice cream were sent to Bozeman. 

Fifty-five Babcock testers’ licenses 
and 13 certificates of registration 
were issued, registering 16 butter 
brands, six cheese brands, eight 1ce 
cream brands and four trade names.

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Refrigeration in the Dairy 


In a medium or small-sized plant 

it is often a perplexing problem to the 
dealer whether to install an artificial 
refrigeration plant or to depend on 
ice for refrigeration. In deciding this 
question it is necessary to consider 
such matters as the price of ice, the 
quantity required each day to cool the 
milk and to keep it cold and the labor 
of handling and the disadvantages in- 
cident to its use. Then come the 
questions of the size, initial cost, and 
the cost of operation of a refrigera- 
tion plant to accomplish the same re- 
ult. 
r In some cases it may be necessary 
to increase the size of the boiler and 
engine, which should of course be 
large enough to run the compressor 
while the pasteurizer, bottle washer, 
and other machinery are being oper- 
ated. Of course, if electric power is 
to be used, the size of the boiler need 
not be considered. Many dealers have 
found it advantageous to use electric 
power instead of producing their own. 
Some of the advantages of electricity 
are: Cleanliness, less space required, 
power consumption starts and stops 
with the opening and closing of the 
switch, power required may be deter- 
mined accurately at any time. 

Before considering the cost of arti- 
ficial refrigeration as compared with 
that of ice, it may be remarked that 
in many cases the former is of more 
value than can be estimated, on ac- 
count of the better results obtained, 
as, if only ice is used, it is often dif- 
ficult to maintain the temperature low 
ae to keep the milk in proper 
condition. 

In plants using artificial refrigera- 
tion, some operators cool the milk 
with brine, while others do it by 
means of direct expansion. Each sys- 
tem has its advantages; for instance, 
in large plants where the refrigerating 
machine is needed continuously for 
cooling the milk and the cold storage 
room, the direct expansion system is 
more economical than the brine stor- 
age, but on the other hand, in small 
plants where the cooling is done in a 
comparatively short time, it is more 
economical to use the brine storage 
system of refrigeration, owing to the 
fact that a smaller compressor may be 
used and refrigeration for use in cool- 
ing the milk and storage room may 
be stored in a large quantity of brine 
and held for quick action when need- 
ed. When, however, the larger part 
of the day is consumed in pasteuriz- 
ing, so that a uniform refrigeration is 
required, the direct expansion systen 
is often used. In order that the re- 
frigerating machine need not be run 
contintrously, most plants use brine 
tanks in the cold room, so that the 
room can be kept cold for a consider- 
= time after the machine is shut

A supply of natural ice is uncertain, 
depending on weather conditions; in 
some years there is a shortage, and in 
the south, of course, natural ice can 
not be obtained and the cost of arti- 
ficial ice is considerable. Except in 
the case of accidents, a refrigerating 
machine can be depended on to sup- 
ply the requisite amount of cold at all 
times. Furthermore, it will produce a 
cool and dry air in the store room, 
will produce lower temperatures than 
ice, and offers better control of tem- 
peratures. Where artificial refrigera~ 
tion is used, less ice is required on the 
delivery wagons, as the original tem- 
perature of the milk is lower.—United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


LIVESTOCK SALESMANSHIP. 


Breeders of pure bred livestock are 
too often lacking in that particular 
business ability which we call sales- 
manship. 

It is one thing to breed good live- 
stock such as should have a value to 
other breeders or farmers. It is an- 
other thing to feed good livestock in- 
to its most perfect development, but 
it is an entirely different thing to 
make a good sale of such livestock 
when properly bred and fitted. 

Salesmanship should be studied, 
just as breeding and feeding must be 
studied, in order that the good points 
of the animal may be attractively pre- 
sented. This helps to create a desire, 
by the purchaser, to buy what you 
have to sell and at the same time it 
helps you to get a fair return for the 
time and labor and thought which you 
have expended in producing your 
stock. 

The breeding of pure bred livestock 
is a commercial proposition, primar- 
ily, although it has many pleasing fea- 
tures not to be found in other lines 
of commercial activity. It does not 
matter how deeply one may delve into 
the science of breeding or how per- 
fect one may become in the art of 
feeding, if he lacks in salesmanship 
he cannot reap the rewards which are 
justly his due. 

As the merchant has an advantage 
over his customer in the fact that he 
knows much more about his goods 
than does the customer, so the breed- 
er has the advantage of knowing 
more about his animals than does the 
buyer. This is a distinct advantage 
and one that should be utilized. 

The successful breeder must have 
four things: good, well bred livestock; 

M a knowledge of how to feed, without 
which the first is impossible; a means 
of advertising what he has to sell, and 
last but not least, the ability to make 
a good sale. All of these are neces- 
sary to success, and if any one of 
them is lacking, the efficiency is re- 
duced by just one-fourth of the whole. 
_ Breeding is one proposition; feed- 
ing is another. Advertising is one 
proposition; selling is another but, as 
there can be no good livestock with- 
out good feeding, so there can be no 
good sales without advertising. 

Good livestock deserves good ad- 
vertising. Don’t cheapen your stock 
by cheap advertising. Keep quality 
in both—I. D. Graham, in Rural 
Spirit.

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TESTING MILK AND CREAM. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued a very com- 
plete and attractive little book of a 
size that can easily be carried in the 
pocket on the subject “Testing Milk 
and Cream.” 

Much has been written along these 
lines in the past but this 40-page 
pamphlet will give practically all of 
the information that one needs and 
give it in a manner that is easily un- 
derstood. Every step in the process 
of testing is definitely and clearly ex- 
plained. 

There is a chapter on the “Chemical 
Nature of Milk,” another on Testing 
for fat, one on the -Determination of 
Solids in Milk and also on the De- 
termination of specific gravity of milk, 
There are tables which enable one toa 
calculate the total solids by formula 
and the determination of acidity as 
well as the detection of preservatives 
is thoroughly explained. The last 
chapter gives a discussion of the 
chemicals and apparatus used in the 
analysis of milk. On the whole the 
book is very interesting and valuable. 
It is not stated whether it is for free 
distribution, but it is issued by the 
government printing office and is 
compiled by Roscoe H. Shaw, Chem- 
ist of the dairy division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.
